W u Ting Fang, former Chinese min- 
| lite r to the United States, who re­ 
cently was appointed secretary of for­ 
eign affairs under the proposed reform 
administration. haB telegraphed a long 
address to Peking urging the regent. 
Prince Chun, to abdicate. 
He points 
out that since the emperor’s edict ad­ 
mitting responsibility for present con­ 
ditions and promising reforms there 
has been an atrocious massacre and 
ten provinces have severed themselves 
from the throne without a struggle. 
W u Ting Fung adds that nothing 
but the adoption of republicanism can 
bring peace and stop the shedding of 
blood. 
The regent, he says, should 
emulate the example of the ancient 
emperors, Yao and Han, who abdicat­ 
ed after choosing the best available 
substitutes. 
Dr. W u promises that if the regent 
wakes up and works for the republic 
the citizens will respect and support 
him in a style compatible with his 
birth, inasmuch as the peace and safe­ 
ty of the Manehu clans are not exclud­ 
ed from the national alms.

‘‘Our voice is hoarse and our tears 
are exhausted.

Boys Throw Nitroglycerin Car!

Rochester, N. Y., Nov. 14.— A boyish 
prank of throwing nitroglycerin blast 
ing cartridges into a bonfire they had 
built resulted in an explosion that 
instantly killed one boy and two com 
panions died later at the General hor 
pital. 
The dead are: 
John McGuire, ag- d 
fourteen; Archie Clark, thirteen; W ill 
iam Perry, eight. 
The force of the explosion shattered 
windows within a radius of 500 feet 
It is believed that the boys threw 
about 450 of the blasting cartridge» 
into the fire. 
They took them froti 
the plant of the Rochester Lim e con. 
pany. 
The body of Perry was hurled high 
in the air over a tall tree and landed 
in the branches of an upple tree. The 
head was found on the roof of a back 
kitchen of a dwelling about 100 feet in 
an opitosite direction. 
One leg war 
carried over several trees and one 
dwelling before it landed on the side­ 
walk of a street 200 feet away. 
The eyes of both the Clark and M c­ 
Guire bovs were blown out and their 
bodies were terribly mutilated.

New York. Nov. 14.— The terms of 
the w ill of Joseph Pulitzer, which will 
be filed for probate, were made pub 
lie. 
Its conspicuous features are the 
ratifhation of the gift of $1.00(1,000 to 
Columbia university for the establish­ 
ment of a school of Journalism and 
also the ratification of an additional 
$1.000,000 for the same purpose, sub­ 
ject to certain conditions, which. If 
not complied with by Columbia before 
the amount Is [»aid over, will result in 
the sum going to Harvard university, 
one half of it for a school of journal­ 
ism and one hnlf for many unusual 
prizes and scholarships, as set forth 
in the will. 
The document sets forth a large 
number of interesting bequests not 
previously known. 
Among these is 
$250,000 for a scholarship fund at Co­ 
lumbia university; 
$500,000 
to 
the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art; $500,000 
to the Philharm onic society of New 
York; $100.000 to Mr. Pulitzer's faith­ 
ful valet, Jam es Dunningham; $100,- 
000 to be distributed by the executors 
among his personal secretaries, read­ 
ers and companions and certain edi­ 
torial writers employed on the W orld; 
$50,000 for the erection of a fountain 
in Central park and $25,000 for the 
erection of a statue of Thomas Jeffer­ 
son in New York eitv.
